E] A Proclamation to reſtrain the Tranſportation 
of Butter out of this Realm. 


Hereas His Majes Tits late Royall Father in the fixtecnth 
reer ok Dis Reign, did grant Eicenceto Tranſpoꝛt thiee tho land 
„ Varrels of welch Butter yeerly, ont ot the Dozts of Briſtoll, Barne- 

{2 | able, Cardiff, and Chepſtow, foz the term of one and twenty yeers, 
9 When the pute of Butter in Summer ſhould not exceed Thee 
:13%;2|| peice, and in Winter Four pence the Pound. And whereas the 

Kings Majeſtie that now is, in the ſirth peer of His Keign, did 

like wile grant Licence fo: a like term foz Tranſpoꝛtalionof thiee 
thouland and two hundꝛed Barrels of Butter peerly, out of the Poꝛts of Boſtos, Kingſton 
upon Hull, and New-caltle, And that onely when the pꝛite ok Butter ould not creced Four 
pence the Pound. And His now moſt ercellent Majeſtie by is Dꝛetlamation in July in the 
tlebenth peer of His Reign, did ſtraitly charge and Command, That no perſon oz perſons 
whatſoever ( other thenthe Allignes of the laid Patents and Licences) oztheir Deputies 
02 Agents ſhduld from thentekoꝛth Tranſpozt oz Convey out of England oz Wales, any Bar⸗ 
rels, Kilder wins, Firkins, oꝛ other Uecſlclis cf Butter Whazicever, into any the parts 
beyondthe Seas; extept it were onely foꝛ the neceſſary Uietuoling of their Shipo, and that 
to be limited attoꝛding to the number of themen, and length of ti'c Uovage, and to bealſo 
allowed by the Officers of His Majeſties Cuſtomt-houles, under the penalttes and kozfei⸗ 
tures therein expꝛelled. 


His Majeſtie now finding it needfull that good quantities of Butter ſhould be bꝛought in 
fo: the Uictualling of His Army; Hath therefoze (by advice of His Councell) thought fit 
koꝛ the pꝛeſent (and untill His Pleaſure (hall befurther declared) to reſtrain and wholly 
ſuſpend the execution of the (aid Grants, and of all other Grants o2 Licences fo2z Tranſ- 
poztation of Butter, and all Licences, Powers, and Authozities thereby granted: woll⸗ 
ling allo, and hereby Commanding all perſons whatſoever intereNAed inthoſe Grants, oꝛ 
any other Grants o2 Licences foꝛ Tranſpoꝛting of Butter, and their Allignes, Deputies, oꝛ 
Agents, That from hentefoꝛth (and untill His Majellie ſhall ignifie His further Pleaſure) 
they utterly koꝛbear to tarry oz Tranſpoꝛt any Butter out of England oz Wales into any the 
parts beyond the Seas other then foꝛ the neceſſary Uictuailing of their Ships in ſuch man⸗ 
ner as afozeſaid) under the penalties, foꝛfeitures, and punichments, ozdainedand appointed 
by the Laws and Statutes of the Realm, and to be further pꝛoceeded againſt koꝛ their Con⸗ 
tempts of His Majeſties Royall Commands. 

And his Majeſtie doth likewiſe ſtraitly charge and Command all His Cuſtomers and 
other the Officers and Miniſters of His Cultome-houſes in England and Wales, That they in 
their ſeverall Offices and Places, do take ſpeciall care that his Mazeſties Royall will and 
Pleaſure herein declared be duly obſerved, as they will anſwerit at their perils. 

And His Majeſtie doth hereby further Licence and Authoꝛtze all perſons whatſoever, 
as well in the Nozthern, as in the Weſtern parts of the Kealm, and in ales, to whom it ſhall 
appertain, to convey and bꝛing to any of His Majeſties Nozthern Pozts What quantitic of 
Butter they can furniſh to Dis Majeſties Army and Garriſons, at meet and Mat ketable 


Rates and Pꝛites.
